He was arrested in San Bernardino, California, in 
connection with the shooting of an individual with e gas 
propelled peilet gun. LYNCH in one of the articles, speaking 
of Nazi Germany stated, "We aligned ourselves with the communist 
regime and fought against members of our own white race in 
Germany, people which are 95% white and who are against 
communisn. 


The Los Angeles "Herald Exeminer" edition of 
December 12, 1963, in evaluating the NSRP, describes this 
organization as a "hate group with definite national connections." 
It also identifies one of the key leeders of the NSRP as 
CONRAD LYNCH, California State Organizer. 


The San Bernardino "Sun", edition of June 1, 1965, 
contains an article entitled, "CONNIE LYNCH Called a Preacher 
of Hate." This article states that LYNCH was a former 
Organizer of the NSRP in the State of California, and that 
he appeared at racial battlegrounds in Little Rock, Arkansas, 
Albany, Georgia, and Oxford, Mississippi. This article 
states that since February, 1963, LYNCH had been active in 
the KKK and the Christian Defense League. In speaking of 
ADOLPH HITLER, LYNCH stated, "He was a great man. I am 
more extreme than ADOLPH HITLER," 


The article goes on to state that LYNCH was a 
confidant of J. B. STONER, Atlanta, Georgia KKK Attorney 
and former Imperial Wizard of the Christian Knights of the KKK. 
During August and September, 1963, LYNCH and STONER recruited 
KKK members in Florida and in the spring of 1964, LYNCH 
carried the gospel of the CDL through Southern California. 
This article goes on to state that LYNCH was the man who 
one day would "drive the Niggers back to Africa, and that 
the Jews are children of hell."

Louis, Missouri, in 1947, and moved its headquarters to 
Glendale, California, in 1953, where it continues to be | 
located; that from the parent CNC, subsidiary organizations, 
including the Christian Nationalist Party (of America), have 
developed; that these organizations all reflect in their 
literature the imprint of their chief organizer and director 
GERALD L. K. SMITH, whose basic argument has been that this 
nation, traditionally Christian, and racially segregated, is 
threatened by anti-Christian and racially "mongrelizing" 
forces such as communism and internationalism, all dominantly 
motivated by international Jewry which controls this country 
financially and politically; and that these organizations are 
not membership organizations, but represent followers who 
contribute to them or subscribe to their literature. 
Although GERALD L. K. SMITH and his associates are not known 
to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of their 
statements and program is anti-Semitic, as indirectly 
indicated by the slogan of the Christian Nationalist Party, 
announced in 1950, which was "One Faith - One Race - One 
Nation.

A source advised in March, 1962, that HERBERT WALLACE 
BUTTERWORTH, Public Relations Director, United Klans of America, 
Inc., Knights of the Ku Kiux Klan (United Klans), explained to a 
group of officials of United Klens at a meeting on March 1, 1962, 
that a new organization was to be set up. BUTTERWORTH explained 
that the organization would be a front orgenization of the 
United Klans and its purpose would be to gponsor and organize a 
series of segregsationist events in Atlanta, Georgia, in July, 
1962, during the week scheduled for the annual national conven- 
tion of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People.

A source advised on August 20, 1955, that a new 
organization known as Florida Ku Klux Klan (FKKK) had been 
formed at Macclenny, Floride, on August 14, 1955, by former 
members of the Association of Florida Ku Klux Klan (AFKKK) . 


The objectives of this group, according to a second 
source, are to oppose integration in the schools and to 
fight communism. 


Regarding AFKKK, a third source advised that a former 
official of the Association of Georgia Klans (AGK) formed 
an organization on July 7, 1953, Known as AFPKKK. The 
"Morning Tribune," Tampa, Florida, newspaper, in its 
August TL, 1955, issue revealed AFKKK disbanded on that date. 


A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, that AFKKK 
operated under the same principles and bylaws as the AGK. 
The AGK has been designated by the Attorney General pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450. 


A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958, that 
the FKKK was operating and maintaining the same objectives 
as set forth above. 


The sixth source advised on June 28, 1961, that at 
a meeting held in Orlando, Florida, on June 25, 1961, the 
FKKK and the United Klens, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc., in Florida, consolidated and the new organization 
is Known as the UFKKK. 


On May 17, 1962, the sixth source advised that the

KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 


Records of the Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under 
the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc. 


A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Ine. According to the 
source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute and 
United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent 


-group. These are the promotion of Americanism, white 


supremacy and segregation of the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, The Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is directed by Robert 
Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klen group 
in the South with units in several southern states. 


On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in 
the future as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan.

The objectives of this group, according to a 
second source are to oppose integration - in the 
schools and to fight comaunisn. 


Regarding A¥KKK, a third source advised that 
a former official of the Association of Georgia Klans 
(AGK) formed an organization on July 7, 1953, known 
as AFKKK. The "Morning Tribune", Tampa, Florida news-- 
paper, in its August 11, 1955, issue revealed AFKKK 
disbanded on that date. 


A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, 
that AFKKK operated under the same principles and 
bylaws as the AGK. The AGK has been designated by 
the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. . 


A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958,
